Claims 8-15 have been canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a catalyst powder, comprising a porous 
support material; and a noble metal particle and a transition metal particle, which are supported 
on the support material, wherein the noble metal particle and the transition metal particle are 
supported on a single particle of the support material, the noble metal particle and the transition 
metal particle are separated from each other, and a diameter of the noble metal particle is within 
a range from 1 nm to 10 nm, and a diameter of the transition metal particle is 20 nm or less (as 
recited in claim 1). 

There is no motivation to combine the teachings of the references together. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
